Chef Stabbed to Death in New 


York, Wealthy Banker in Chi- 


cago Shot—Chinese Being 


Rounded Up. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 — The 


corpse of a Chinese chef, L K. Fan, 
was found on Chrismas day, an in- 
dication that the tong war is not 
ended.

stabbed to death a week previous 
and attention was called to his 
body, which lay in a locked apart- 
ment by a messenger from his slay- 
ers, who left a-note and fled.

If there is any meat suitable for 


slicing left on the rack, use-a very 
sharp knife and slice a small plat- 
terful. Next, pick the bones neatly, 
cutting the pieces in small mouthful 
size. Add the gravy to the small 
cut meat and set it aside. Take the 
dressing, if any is left, and mould it 
into a lump so that it may be sliced 
neatly. Break up the turkey rack 
and place it in a pot with all the 
left-over celery, green lettuce leaves, 
a sliced onion, a can of-tomatoes and 
any left-over vegetables that have 
not been creamed. Then add the 
left-over bouillon or stock and a 
quart of water. Cook the soup gent- 
ly for an hour and a half, then 
strain it and set it aside to cool. 
"When the soup is cold, remove all 
the grease, reheat it, put the cut 
meat into a hot saucepan and melt 
it with a cupful of water. Season 
it well and when heated through 
dredge it lightly with flour. When 
the gravy is thickened serve it on 
slices of 'toast. 


GiMet Pie. 


Stew together the neck from the 


turkey when the French breast is 
made and the "giblets. Cook them 
with a thinly sliced onion. "When 
they are tender cut them fine, pick- 
ing -the meat from the neck, and 
then return them to the water they 
were boiled in. Dice two cupfuls of 
raw potatoes, boil them until they 
are partly done, then drain them and 
add them to the giblets, llince a 
couple of slices of the cold turkey 
and add them. Thicken the mixture 
slightly, then turn it into a crust 
linaA dish, put a few peeled mush 
rooms over the top, add the top 
crust with a vent in it. Brush over 
the pie with a little bit of butter

Cranberry Tart. 


"WTiat cranberry jelly is left over 
may be melted together, though not 
cooked, and poured into a crust- 
ined pieplate.

'or a large tart, make small ones, 
individual size. It is sometimes nec- 
essary to add a small tumbler of 
apple or currant jelly to the cran- 
berrv jelly to make sufficient.

Vegetable Ramekins. 


All

Add to them a few crumbs, 
a beaten egg and seasoning and 
lightly fill buttered ramekins. Add 
a tablespoonful of cream to each 
and dot a little butter over the 
tops. Dust the mixture with a little 
grated cheese and bake it until It 
is a delicate brown. 


Steamed Pudding. 


Cut what plum pudding is left in 


convenient pieces. Place it- on a 
plate and put it into the steamer 
long enough to heat through. Serve 
it with a fresh sauce if there i* not 
enough of the original sauce left. 
The reason wo steam the pudding is 
that a pudding after it has been cut 
becomes soggy and tasteless when 
it is boiled again, while steaming 
makes it moist and fresh and does 
not spoil the flavor. 


Salad Points. 


A left-over salad is generally use- 
less—that is, all except the lettuce. 
The wise cook usually takes the let- 
tuce leaves when • they come from 
the table and washes them free ol 
all di-essing, then throws them into 
cold water, in which case they ar< 
as fresh as new the next day ant 
may be used over again. A sharply 
flavored salad should be used with 
a made-over dinner to help build up 
the flavor of the dihhe.-.

SAO PAULO. Brazil, Dec. 26.— 


As a result of the policy adopted 
by Dr. Washington Lulz, popularly 
known 
as the Yaukee of Brazil, 


during the years of his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the state of 
Sao Paulo as Its governor, the 
state 
plunged ahead of all other 


units of the Brazilian federation in 
tho good roads movement, and to- 
day the great coffee plantations 
thruout the state are well served 
with excellent roads over 
which 


•coifee is transported from the plan- 
tations to the markets and ports of 
embarkation. 


Good roads maps just published 


by the state government show that 
there remains hardly a town or vil- 
lage of the state which cannot be 
reached from the city of Sao Paulo 
by automobile over fine highways.

radio receiving sets in thirty of the 
forty-nine hospitals operated 
by

while the remaining nineteen are 
at the present time either partially 
or completely equipped.

BLOW TO THE TURF 


International Horse Racing TCay 


Suiter Setback Because of the 


Demise of Chairman of 


Jockey Club.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26— (United 


Press) —International horse racing, 
•which wan well on the way toward 
an annual fixture after two suc- 
cessful experiments had been con- 
ducted in '"this country, may suffer 


• a serious setback in the death of 


Major August Belmont, chairman 
of the Jockey Club of America and 
the sponsor of the 
International 


races held heie in the last two 
years. 
It was Major Belmont who in- 


duced the owner of Papyrus, the 
wtaner of the English Derby, to 
•end his thorobred here in 1923 for 
a match against Zev, the American 
champion, and it was Major Bel- 
mont who arranged the invasion 
this year of Epinard, the great 
French champion. 


While he was not the kind who 


would boast of it or even admit it, 
there were rumors in racing circles 
that the late chairman of the 
Jockey Club assumed all the finan- 
cial risks involved in bringing the 
two European thorobreds to the 
United States and took the chance 
of getting at least some 
of 
his 


money back if the international 
races were not accepted kindly by 
the public. 


Major Belmont was perhaps the 


nearest thing to the ideal sports- 
man In this country. His big hobby 
was the thorobred. 
He lived for 


racing and' fought for racing and 


N if the sport didn't have as its lead- 


er a man of such high character 
and established reputation in the 
financial and social worlds, it is 
unlikely that the race tracks in 
New York would now be operating. 


When racing was defended as a 


sport that was conducted principal- 
ly for the purpose of improving 
the breed of the hosse, reformers 
chuckled and remarked that racing 
was nothing but a game u> bet on. 
When he was given the 
chance, 


Belmont proved that racing was 
popular without eve or^l betting. 


There was never an act of Bel- 


mont's that could have been assoc- 
iated 
with 
commercialism. 
He 


never pocketed a cent of 
profii 


from the beautiful course he owned 
and operated at Belmont Park, a 
track that he had ambitions 
to 


make the equal in tradition and in 
class of the famous 
courses 
in 


England and the continent. Every 
nickel of profit earned at his track 
went Into the improvement of the 
course. 


Belmont never raced unffer Ms 


colors a ttiorobred that had not 
been bred and foaled at his stud. 
He paid big money for brood mares 


_^and brooded_stallionsr but He used 


them only in the stud. 


Great Man O'War 


Perhaps the most lasting fame 


that Major Belmont will carry is 
that he produced the great Man o' j 
War, which he sold to Sam Riddle, 
and which was retired as one of 
the greatest thorobreds of all 
"times. That he had the ambition 
to produce an eveiKgreater horse 
was shown by a little incident last

Shakespeare the pre-eminence in 
power of literary expression that 
most critics give him and which a 
close reading of him will prove to 
be true. Probably one reason why 
the people do not flock to Shakes- 
pearean revivals is that it is much 
easier to read him than it is to lis- 
ten 
to his lines as they are 


mouthed by the players. In an age 
when such a vast amount of read- 
Ing is done as in this one, it Is in- 
conceivable that he should ever 
fall very far out of favor. His 
contribution to the things quotable 
was BO great that there is a con- 
stant temptation to delve further 
into his writings. As a form of 
drama, however, we are ready to 
conclude his plays have passed 
out of popularity.
